passed by the house in com m ittee of , 
the whole this afternoon w ith slight j 
am endm ent and virtually no opposi­ 
tion. 
The house added 
glass 
fac­ 
tories, gasoline plants and 
oil 
re ­ 
fineries to the list of industries to 
come under the provisions of the act. ; 
On motion of R epresentative W al- 
drep, speaker, one section 
of 
the 
present law was repealed. 
T he new 
m atter being made into a law now is 
only am endatory to the present act. 
Elim inating the section in question 
places railroad men under th e pro­ 
visions of the act, while heretofore 
it did not 
apply. 
A ttem pts 
were 
m ade to am end the 
bill 
in 
places 
w here sim ilar am endm ents were of­ 
fered in the senate, but, as in the lat- 
j ter body, they m et with no support. 
: The bill is generally accepted by la- 
i bor as a g rea t im provem ent over the 
present law*, and there is little doubt 
now but th a t the bill will become the 
final statute. 
The house also advanced the bill 
from th e com m ittee on agricu ltu re 
perfecting a m ovem ent for the eradi­ 
cation of tuberculosis am ong cattle 
and appropriating $150,000 for th e 
work. 
The work is to be done u nder 
the supervision of the state agricul­ 
tu ral dep artm en t and the state veter­ 
inary, and gives the d ep artm en t pow­ 
ers to m ake effective any reasona­ 
ble regulation it sees fit to estab ­ 
lish. 
The house wras agreed th at the 
m atter was of sufficient im portance 
to give im m ediate attention. 
At this 
tim e the state has a q u aran tin e on 
tu b ercu lar cattle coming 
into 
the 
state, and a rigid inspection is re 
quired. 
In the m atter of the School for the 
Blind at Muskogee, th e house adopt­ 
ed the am endm ent of Mr. Disney of 
Muskogee, affording 
an 
appropria­ 
tion of $10,000 for an ad m in istra­ 
tive building, w'hich is also to be the 
home of th e superintendent. 
Two 
dorm itories at $30,000 
each 
had 
been given the institu tio n when the 
bill was advanced last week. 
The house adopted 
a c o n fe re n c e j 
com m ittee rep o rt on House Bill No. J 
j 23, which has to do with the suprem e 
court. 
The bill provides 
twro 
su ­ 
prem e court referees at a salary of 
I $3,600 a’year each and one law clerk 
j at $1,800. 
The latte r m ust be a 
m em ber of the bar and he shall also j 
act as m arshal to the court. 
Orig­ 
inally the m easure provided for one 


j referee, but an o th er was added in the 


i belief thai it would aid the court.

The principal feature of the court 
bill was the provision giving the At-J 
torney General au th o rity

I against state and county officials in 
the suprem e court. 
It. is sought in 
the bill to prohibit the court m aking 
any rule th a t in effect would con­ 
flict with a state statute. 
T he a tto rn ey general bill passed 
two years ago gave that ofticial a u ­ 
thority to bring original proceedings 
, in the suprem e court. 
He did so on 
! one occasion and the court, by vir­ 
tue of a rule it had made, did not 
take jurisdiction, on th e ground that 
the ease had not been brought up 
th ro u g h the lower court.

change this provision in

bill.

The senate sent the “ blue-sky” law 
by Mr. Simpson and which had been 
advanced by th at body on Monday to 
a special com m ittee composed of Sen­ 
ators Simpson, Davidson and Wilson 
with instructions to create a com ­ 
mission for the adm inistration of the 
law. 
It had been placed in the hands 
of the corporation commission. O rig­ 
inally the bill placed all a u th o rity on 
the bank commissioner. The instruc­ 
tions are to create a commission com­ 
posed of th e bank comm issioner, th 
secretary of state and the state au d i­ 
tor. 
Senator Hill introduced a resolu­ 
tion in the senate directing th e Ok­ 
lahom a delegation in congress to use 
its influence in securing release ol 
O klahom a soldiers now in th e peni­ 
tentiary through courtsm artial.
